| POWER FROM NIAGARA. 


SOMETHING ABOUT THE ELECTRIC 
PLANT AT THE FALLS. 


What Is Expected to be Accomplished in 


Furnishing Power to Distant Points— 


Description of One of the Big Dynamos 


— 100.000 Smokeless Horse Power 


It is expected that the wheels of the 
great electric plant at Niagara Falls will 
soon be set in motion, and that what 
may be considered the 
engineering works in the world shail 
have become an accomplished fact 

The plans for carrying the power to 
Bnffalo, eighteen miles distant. are com- 
plete. In a month or two factories may 
be in fuil operation: in a year Buffalo 
may be supplied and. “in two years,’ 
says Prof. George Forbes. he com 
pany will be working the Canadian side 
of the Falls, and in ten years shall we 
say") the whole of the 100,000 horse 
power which can be supplied by the 
existing hydraulic works will be giving 
power to smokeless enanufacturiiig 
towns.” 

One of the three big dynamos with 
which the Cataract General Electric 
Company proposes to distribute its 
power has already been placed in posi 
tion, and the shafting and hydraulic 
connections are reasly to be put in mo 
tion. The unique machine. which in 
many Ways represents the height of 
electrical ingenuity, was constructed by 
the Westinghouse company at Pitts 
barg. A description ofone of the dyna- 
mos has been obtained by the Electrical 
Engineer, which in substance is as fol 
lows 

To a cirenlar foundation is bolted a 
vertical cast-iron cylinder, provided 
with a flange, on which the stationary 
armature rests. The inner part of the 
cylinder is bored to the shape of an in- 
verted cone, and serves as a bearing for 
another conical piece of cast iron, sup 
porting the shaft bearings The arma 
ture cone is made of thin, oxidized iron 
plates, held together by eight nickel 
steel bolts. In the outer edge of the 
plates are one hundred and eighty seven 
rectangular holes to receive the arma 
ture winding 

The onter rotating field magnet con- 
sists of a wronght steel ring, to which 
are bolted the twelve inwardly project- 
ing massive cast-iron pole pieces. The 


one of greatest 


ring constituting the field magnet is 
supported by a six-armed cast steel 


spider keyed to a vertical axis. The 
field magnets act also as a fly wheel 
The shaft rests on two bearings support- 
ed by four arms projecting from the 
inner adjustable cast-iron cylinder. The 
bushings of the bearings are made of 
bronze provided with zig-zag grooves, 
in which oil constantly circulates. On 
the outer side of the bushing there are 
also grooves into which cold water may 
be pumped if required 

The armature conductors are rectan 
gular copper bars 32 by 8 millimeters, 
and each of the 187 holes of the armature 
contains two of these bars, surrounded 
with mica. The upper and under sides 
of the armature are connected by means 
of V-shaped copper bars, riveted to the 
ends of the bars, which project out be

THE ALABASTER INOUSTAY.

The alabaster industry dates back to 
classic times (rreat changes have 
taken place in it, however, within 
living memory. In former days there 


were three distinct 
engaged in the work of fashioning the 
raw material—the master artist, who 
owned a workshop and employed 
numerous workers, selling nis products 
direct to the alabaster shops or “ galler 
ies, the Journeymen, and the travellers, 
men who took huge cases of the goods 
and sold them as they went along, in 
all the countries of the world, civilized 
and uncivilized. Of these, two, the 
masterworker and the traveller, are 
extinct species. Nowadays three men, 
usually relatives, work together in in 
formal partnership, one being a turner, 
another a modeller 
decorator, who carves such decorative 
adjuncts on the finished articles as fruit 
and flowers. Their gains are very 
small, and, indeed. travellers who put 
in at the port of Leghorn and have ala- 
baster vases, statuary and the like 
offered at almost absurdly low prices, 
refuse, as a rule, to believe that they 
can be made by hand. 

One kind of alabaster is made bya 
process of dyeing. which is still a trade 


secret, into an excellent imitation of 
coral. For atime this had a very large 


sale, but the trade is now threatened 
with extinction. It is suggested that 
the people of the East, who used to buy 
it largely, left off doing so as they were 
doubtful whether the sham article 
could properly be used in the religious 
rites wherein coral plays a part. The 
alabaster workers have trne artistic 
characteristics, but in their desire to 
turn out what they think will sell they 
neglect the fine models that are to be 
found in such profusion in the churches 
of Italy, and flood the market with 
eternal reproductions of a limited num 
ber of classical figures and with flashy 
modern dancing girls, coquettish diving

ELECTIONS IN CORSICA. 


The Loss of a Life or Two Apparentiy Not 
of Mach Account. 

The elections for the council general 
were going on all over the island of Cor- 
sica. The canton of Soccia comprises 
several villages. among others Guagno, 
noted for its fameus mineral springs 
and also for the turbulence of its people. 
The elections took place in each village, 

and on the morrow the presidents of wR 
several bureaus were to meet at Socc 
for the formal declaration of the sail 
In consequence of certain disorders that 
had already occurred, the mayor of Scc- 
cia issnéd an edict to ff 


the effect that none 
of the inhabitants of Guagno was to en- 
ter the village that dav. 

The inhabitants of Guagno chose to 
ignore this order, and 60 of them, all 
armed and all angry that their candi- 
date had been defeated, marched upon 
Soccia, headed by their mayor. Two 
gendarmes—not armed—had been placed 
at the entrance of the village and warned 
the advancing troops that they were to 
come no farther. The mavor of Guagno 
cried “Fire!” There was a general vol- 
ley from his followers, and the two gen- 
darmes fell dead. ‘They both bore ex- 
cellent characters. Gne of them had been 
24 vears in the service, had been proposed 
for the military medal and leaves a wife 
and three children.” 

Such was the first account in thedaily 
paper of Bastia. It occupied about seven 
inches of one column. The next day the 
editor had had time to reflect (or he, too, 
may possibly have had a significant 
warning), for in an article three inches 
long the account was somewhat quali- 
fied, and there was this important emen- 
dation, “It seems we were not correct in 
stating that it was the mayorof Guagno 
who gave the order to fire upon the gen- 
darmes.” 

The third day there were just two 
lines, ‘In consequence of the unfortn- 
nate affairat Soccia it is probable that 
the mayor of Guagno will send in his 
resignation.” That was all. I took in 
the newspaper regularly for a week, for 
I was curious to see how the affair would 
end, but there was nothing more—ap- 
parently no inquiry, no prosecution of 
the offenders.—Contemporary Review. 

The Tower of Silence, 

The Parsees will not burn or bury 
their dead, because they consider a dead 
body impure, and they will not suffer 
themselves to defile any of the elements. 
They therefore expose their corpses to 
vultures. One sees nothing but the 
quiet, white robed procession (white is 
mourning among the Parsees) following 
the bier to the Tower of Silence. At the 
entrance they look their last on the dead, 
and the corpse bearers—a caste of such 
—carry it within the precincts and lay 
it down, to be finally disposed of by the 
vultures which crowd the tower 

Meanwhile, and for three days after, 
the priests say constant prayers for the 
departed, for his soul 1s supposed not to 
leave the world till the sourth day after 
death. On the fourth day there 1s the 
Uthanna ceremony, when large sums of 
money are given away in memory of the 
departed. The liturgy in use is @ series 
of funeral sermons by Zoroaster. 

Of superstitions the Parsees have had 
more than they retain. Connected with 
burialis the popular conception as to the 
efficacy of a dog's gaze after death. 
Dogs are sacred and supposed to gnide 
the souls of the dead to heaven and to 
ward off evil spirits; hence it is custom.

THE WEATHER ON MARS 


VISIBLE EVE .NCES OF AWARM SPELL 
ON THE PLANET. 


An Extensive Thaw Observed Which In- 
dicated a Summer Season in the Southern 
Memisphere of Our Neighboring Worid 
—The Fun of Astronomers, 


Among the most interesting observa- 
tions of Mars during the recent opposition 
were those relating to Phe gradual disap- 
pearance of the snow cap surrounding its 
southern pole. The disappearance was 
due, of course, tothe fact that it was snm- 
mer in the southern hemisphere of Mars, 
and the polar snotts melted more and 
more rapidly as the sun rose higher upon 
them. Yet, although the teason was 


| plain, and because it was plain, one could 


not watchdhe process without experienc- 
inga strange fecling that amounted al- 
most toawe. It, is quite easy, says the 
Scientific American, to think dispassion- 
ately of the possibility that some things 
may goonin other worlds just as they 


doin this one as long as your eyes have 
not confirmed what is in your mind; 


but when peering through a telescope you 
actually behold such occurrences, the 
effect is startling. Itis like coming sud- 
denly in broad daylight upon the scenery 
ofadream. On June 1 the snow around 
the south pole of Mars was 2400 miles 
across. A snow cap of proportionate di- 
mensions on the earth would, in the nor- 
thern hemisphere, extend as far south as 
St. Petersburg, the southern point of 
Greenland and Mount St. Elias in Alaska. 
By July 1 the diameter of the snowy area 
had diminished to about 1,500 miles. On 
August lit was only 1,100 miles and on 
Atgust 51, the date of the summer solstice 
in the southern hemisphere of Mas, the 
snow cap was but 500 miles across. But 
heat accumulates in a Martian summer 
after the sun has begun to decline, just as 
it does upon the earth, and accordingly 
the melting of the snows continued after 
the solstice was passed. At the end of 
September the diameter of the snow-cov- 
ered region was ouly about 350 miles, and 
atthe opening of November it was less 
than 200 miles. 

Now comes a curious fact. About the 
middle of October it was reported that the 
polar snow cap of Mars had vanished; 
sSme of the largest telescopes failed to 
reveal a trace of it! Yet it is not probable 
that ithas actually entirely disappeared. 
The explanation of the apparent disap- 
pearance is no doubt to be found in the 
fact that as the snow area diminished it 
left the pole uncovered by receding to one 
side, for previous observations have shown 
that on Mars, as on earth, what may be 
called the “pole of cold’ does not cor- 
respond in location with the pole of the 
planet’s axis. Schiaparelli's observations 
in 1877 and 1879 showed that the centre of 
the snow cap during its minimum in those 
years was displaced toward that side of 
the pole corresponding to an areographic 
longtitude of about 40 degrees. With the

It is probable, however, that at its min- 
imum the snow cap Was exceedingly small, 
perbaps less than one hundred miles in 
diameter. No such rapid and extensive 
disappearance of snow and ice ever occurs 
upon the earth, although the advocates of 
an open polar sea may find encouragement 
in the fact that the uncovered south pole 
of Mars corresponds in color and general 
appearance with what are believed to be 
the water areas of that planet, while what 
remains of the snow cap in such cireum- 
stances rests apparently upon a mass of 
land, perhaps no more than an island ris- 
ing out of the polar ocean. Owing to the 
of its orbit, the ex- 


| tremes of temperatureon Mars are greater 
| than upon the earth, although the total 


amount of the solar heat received by the 
planet is less than half as much as we get. 
But moreimportant than these differences 
isthe rarity of Mars’ atmosphere, which 
has been so clearly demonstrated by the 
recent spectroscopic observations of Prof 
Campbell. It may not be scientific, but it 
is certainly human to ask whether it is

New Use of the Camera. 

Herr Runze describes an original method 
of determining latitude and longitude on 
land by means of a photographic camera. 
To take latitude the camera is placed ina 
weighted box, lens upward, and floated in 
a second box, the position being fixed by 
an attachment. The lens being thus 
directed towards the zenith, the stars are 
allowed todraw their trails over the ex- 
posed plate in one direction, and then the 
apparatus is turned through an angle ef 
180 degrees, anda freeh exposure is made.

Land and Water Tricycle.

A NEW OSSIFIED MAN. 


| A Peculiar Case of Paralysis Comcs to the 


Notice of the Physicians. 


A remarkable case of osseous paralysis, 
one of the most unusual diseases known 
to tha medical profeseion, was brought 
to the attention of Drs. Petty and Law- 
rence recently at Tampa, Fla. The vic- 
tim is Fermi Machado, who came from 
Havana only afew days ago. His feet 
and lower limbs nearly up to the knees 
are destita te of life and are insensible to 
feeling. The tissues are shrunken antil 
the limbs are entirely desiccated and 
have become as hard as bones. The line 
of demarcation between the healthy 
tiseue and the ossified or “petrified” por- 
— is clear and distinct, with an abrupt 
slope in the size of the leg ofabout three- 
vaart ers of an inch, the skin on the eur- 
face eing atfected by an eruption. A 
low pon Machado’s shins or upon his 
foot j is not felt by him at all, but it gives 
out a sound as ifa solid bone orastone 
had been struck. Of course the patient 
has lost the power of locomotion. bat 
otherwise his health is good and he has 
an exceptionally good appetite. He is 
almost cons eahitly thirsty and drinks 
great quantities of ice water daily, A 
nurse in attendance upon Machado, t 
test the feeling in his patient's 


any, cut his own initials upon the back 
of the right leg, just beiow the calf, 
while Machado was asleep. The man 


neve r stirred during the. operation and 
slept sor indly for four hours afterwards. 
Not the slightest moisture appeared on 
the blade of the knife, although some of 
the incisions were one-eighth of an inch 
deep. Ir, Lawrence pronounces the 
disease “dry mortification” and says it is 
one of the rarest in medical science, and 
has heen reported only a very few times 
in the surgical journals. Petty thinks 
that perhaps the growth of the disease 
may be checked if the patient could be 
given scientific treatment.
